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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Overbeeck et al in view of (US 2003/0055171) optionally in view of Bell, cited above. 
Overbeek discloses a coating composition having two crosslinkable polymers 

and a crosslinker for both (abstract) and each polymer having applicants glass transition 

temperatures (paragraph 40). Note paragraphs 1 72-1 74 for an example meeting all of 

the limitations of the claims except that applicants film thickness is not disclosed and the 

glass transition temperature of the second (higher Tg) polymer is 85 degrees. However 

use of applicants coating thickness in the composition of Overbeek would have been 

obvious to a practitioner having an ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention in 

that it requires only routine skill to find the optimum or workable range of a result 

effective variable and furthermore since Bell also disclose that applicants film 

thicknesses are workable as a coating absent any showing of surprising or unexpected 

results. 

Applicant's arguments filed 3-20-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The explicit teachings of Overbeek are sufficient to lead one of ordinary skill 
to applicants invention in that the abstract recites a temperature of at least 45 degreees 
centigrade as the preferred higher Tg polymer and in that 45 degrees is within the 
metes and bounds of the claims. The lower glass transition temperature polymer is 
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required by patentees to be at least 25 degrees less than this so that minimum picking 
and choosing is required to arrive at applicants invention based on the patent- 
Applicants argue that the only examples of higher Tg polymer are above the range 
required by applicants. However it is not the position of the examiner that Overbeek 
anticipates the claims. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground (s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
